k Town solicitor 
^^explains options 
¥ to local politicians

Even though the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB) ruled 
the Crystal Beach Gateway proj¬ 
ect to be an appropriate devel¬ 
opment and dismissed all the 
appeals made at the hearing in 
November, it doesn't mean dis¬ 
cussion on the issue came to an 
end this week. 

At Monday night's coundl-in- 
committee meeting, it was dis¬ 
cussed what the current coun¬ 
cil's next steps could be either 
moving ahead with the develop¬ 
ment or taking yet another look 
at it. 

When it was all said and done, 
council agreed to prepare ques¬ 
tions for the Town's director of 
legal services Heather Salter for 
a closed session meeting follow¬ 
ing Wednesday's budget delib¬ 
erations. 

On Monday, Salter said it 
would be difficult to provide any 
information on what costs of 
continuing to oppose the project 
would be, but was quite sure a 
price tag would be attached if 
council decided to re-open the 
agreement between the Town 
and the Molinaro Group, or 
repeal the by-law that has 
already been adopted.

"All (the options) will cost 
money, all of which will take 
considerable time and 
resources," said Salter. 

It was also brought to 
council's attention, that the 
appellants who took the 
matter to the OMB will be 
taking another step, in an 
attempt to thwart the proj- 

In a letter received by the 
Town, the Fort Erie 
Waterfront Preservation 
Association says it will be 
taking the matter to a divi- 

Salter explained that the 
procedures involved with a 
divisional court are much 
more "narrow" and that only 
questions of law can be 
raised if the opposition does 
follow through with its 
intention to file an appeal, 
which needs to be given the 
green light from the court in 
order to even start. 

"You have to in fact get 
permission to appeal it,” 
said Salter. 

"It's not an appeal on the 
merits of the decision per 
say," she added. 

Rino Mostacci, 
the Town's directc 


administrative officer Harry 
Schlange warned council of 
the consequences that may 
arise from stalling the devel¬ 
opment's progress. He said 
it goes beyond the potential 
legal costs the Town may 
face, but is a matter of how 
the development world will 
view Fort Erie. 

"It is the reputation, image 
and brand of Fort Erie as a 
progressive and open for 
business community that 
has attracted this type of 
business opportunity," 
wrote Schlange in the 

Ward 5 Coun. John Hill 
disagrees, saying he heard 
while on the campaign trail 
that many of his con¬ 
stituents do not want to see 
this project move forward 
and it is his responsibility as 
an elected official to inquire 
about what can be done. 

"It is merely demonstrat¬ 
ing the willingness of this 
council, to explore all its 
options," said Hill. 

Later in the meeting. 
Ward 5 Coun. Don Lubberts 
made a motion for council 
to consider hiring a third- 


party legal counsel to review 
the OMB decision and to 
provide council with options 
on the matter, with a cost of 
up to $20,000. 

An irate mayor Doug 
Martin responded by saying 
the motion made by the 
Ward 5 councillor was 
"inappropriate and disgust¬ 
ing" and that if council 
needs legal advice, the Town 
solicitor is the best and most 
cost-efficient way to go and 
not with a lawyer who prac¬ 
tices out of Buffalo. 

"I find it totally offensive 
to the democracy of this 
council, that certain coun¬ 
cillors would have the nerve 
to bring this forward," said 
Martin. 

After more discussion 
around the horseshoe, the 
motion was removed and 
council waited until 
Wednesday when they met 
with Salter in closed session. 

After meeting in closed 
session on Wednesday night 
after council deliberated the 
water and sewer budget, a 4 
to 3 vote on moving ahead 
with the project was taken. 
Councillors John Hill, Don 


Lubberts and Bob Steckley 
all voted against moving 
ahead, but were defeated by 
the votes of the remaining 
council members. 

"They were given a num¬ 
ber of options and some 
good discussion took place," 
explained mayor Doug 
Martin about the closed ses¬ 
sion meeting. 

Martin said he looks for¬ 
ward to putting debate over 
the development behind 
him and council, moving 
ahead with the project that 
is expected to bring $3 mil¬ 
lion in public amenities to

ahead are waiting for site 
plan approvals, a process 
that has been started already 
by the Molinaro Group. 

"There's a lot of work to be 
done before shovels get in 
the ground," said Martin. 

Councillors have asked to 
be given the opportunity at 
Monday night's council 
meeting, to give further 
explanation to the public 
about the way they have 
voted on this issue. 

"We'll do that early in the 
meeting probably," said 
Martin. 

The resolution passed by 
council on Wednesday 
evening states that council 


proceed 
with the project, as a result 
of considering all the 
options, relative legal analy¬ 
sis and implications, finan¬ 
cial and otherwise, provided 
by the Town solicitor, 
respecting the Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project and OMB 
decision. 

The Town solicitor has 
also been directed to contact 
the Molinaro Group's legal 
representation to co-ordi¬ 
nate a legal response to the 
leave of appeal application 
of the Fort Erie Waterfront 
Preservation Association 
once it is received and 
report back to council.

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Town wants to add sites to heritage registry

A brief history lesson was 
provided at Monday's coun- 
cil-in-committee meeting, 
as several homes that 
potentially will be added to 
a registry were highlighted, 
as a first step in getting 
them a heritage designa- 

Senior policy planner for 
the Town of Fort Erie, Dave 


Heyworth, made a delega¬ 
tion at the meeting, 
explaining that along with 
the museum and cultural 
heritage committee, an 
effort is being made to add 
non-designated sites to this 
list. 

Currently, there are six 
structures with heritage 
designation in Greater Fort 
Erie given by the Ontario 
Heritage Foundation. There 
are 13 that have received a 
heritage status by the Town 
of Fort Erie. 

"The committee has 
spent a considerable 
amount of time going over 
these sites and reviewing 
them to bring to council for 


Water and sewer 
budget flowing 


The Town of Fort Erie has 
adopted its water and sewer 
rates, after a budget meeting 
on Wednesday night. 

A total combined increase 
of $3.61 per month will be felt 
by the typical customer using 
16 cubic metres, which works 
out to a 3.98% increase. 

The Town's proposed 2011 
water and sewer budget 
includes gross billings of 
$15.3 million to local water 
and sewer customers. The 
increases for 2011 are based 
on estimated billings for 
treatment costsfrom the 


Niagara Region, of $8.9 mil¬ 
lion. 

Before the water and sewer 
budget is passed through by¬ 
law, council will hold a pub¬ 
lic meeting on Feb. 28 at 6 
p.m. in the council chambers 
at Town Hall. 

Any person who wishes to 
register as a delegate at the 
regular meeting on Feb. 28 to 
address the 2011 budget 
must register with the clerk's 
office by calling (905) 871- 
1600 ext. 2236 by 3 p.m. Feb. 
24 or by extension until 3 
p.m. on Feb. 28. 



consideration," said 

Heyworth, referring to the 
roughly 120 buildings that 
currently are without her¬ 
itage status. 

The Ontario Heritage Act 
allows sites that have not 
received designation but 
have significant heritage 
value to be added to the 
registry. 

The Act also requires 
property owners of sites on 
the registry to provide the 
Town clerk with 60 days 
worth of notice prior to the 
demolition of the building. 

A staff report approved by 
council later in the meeting 
explains that this provides a 
"period of protection" to a 


non-designated site to give 
council and the committee 
enough time to decide 
whether the site should be 
designated through the 
Heritage Act through by- 

"Placing non-designated 
sites on the registry also 
establishes some priority 
for sites the committee 
should review for designa¬ 
tion consideration," reads 
the report. 

Further in the report, it is 
recommended that the 
property owners of sites 
identified be notified of the 
intention to add their site to 
the registry. 

"The Town has always 


taken a collaborative 
approach with property 
owners when considering 
formal designation of sites," 
it says in the report. 

Considering all the nec¬ 
essary work to get a site to a 
heritage status is done by a 
small group of volunteers 
within the committee, 
about two designations can 
be completed per year. 

"We have a certain 
amount of resources and 
the process of the evalua¬ 
tion takes a considerable 
amount of time," said 
Heyworth in his presenta- 

The sites are divided into 
four groups, according to 


their historical importance 
and signiflcance to the area. 

In the bracket where sites 
are deemed to be of the 
most historical value, there 
are 29 the committee hopes 
to add to the registry. 

Following Heyworth's 
comments, Keith Overend, 
a volunteer with the muse¬ 
um and cultural heritage 
committee showed photo¬ 
graphs of a collection of 
sites that potentially could 
be added to the registry. 

"Fort Erie has a lot of her¬ 
itage," he said before show¬ 
ing slides of some of the 
town's oldest buildings. 

The report was later 
unanimously approved

Thinking back to 
December '08, life was dif¬ 
ferent. We both had great 
jobs, all the possesions we 
thought we needed, and 
three children who kept us 
very busy with travel hockey 
and dance lessons. 

We were sitting on top of 
the world til one day a sore 
tummy turned into a trip to 
McMaster Children's 
Hospital where we learned 
four days before Christmas 
that our three and a half 
year old daughter Alivia had 
a nerve cancer called neu¬ 
roblastoma. 

I can't begin to tell you all 
the thoughts that went 
through our heads. 

We sat stunned and in dis¬ 
belief. I will never forget the 
beginning of our journey, we 
named the "Twilight Zone 
Period.” 

We walked down the halls 
at the hospital and although 
there were so many people 
there, we felt so alone. 

We would pace the hall¬ 
ways and look right through 
people not realizing they 
were even there. 

Eventually, we met some 
wonderful people all sharing 
similar experiences with 
their own children and 
learned to lean on each 

We got to know and love 
many of the patients, their 
families, nurses and doctors. 
As McMaster Hospital 
became our second home, 
or as Alivia called it "our cot¬ 
tage in Hamilton,” it devas¬ 
tated us to see each new per¬ 
son being admitted for the 
first time and recognizing 


that look of terror in their 

Cancer is ugly! 

It knows no race, gender, 
financial background or age. 
We never know who will get 
it or who will beat it. 

Sadly, although Alivia 
fought her little heart out for 
15 months with such 
strength and courage she 
lost her battle with cancer on 
March 19th, 2010. 

For us, the journey did not 
stop there, we just took a 
short rest. 

There was so much we 
wanted to do when we were 
actually going through this 
journey with Alivia to help 
others but couldn't at the 
time as we had to focus on 
what she needed. 

Now, we feel it necessary 
to honour her memory and 
help others who sadly have 
to endure that same journey. 
Their focus should be on 
their child too. 

I remember during one of 
our walks down the hallway, 
I had Alivia's IV pole in one 
hand and carrying her dolls 
in the other. Alivia was 
never at a loss for words. 
This little chatterbox fell 
quiet when we came across 
another father in the hallway 
on the cell phone. 

He was having an argu¬ 
ment with his bank telling 
them to take his house as he 
will not be able to make the 
next payment. This broke 
my heart as I knew Alivia 
understood. 

You could see it in her 
eyes, much wiser than her 
four years, and she wanted 
to help as well. 

She loved going shopping 
to the dollar store with me to 
pick some "stuff for the treat- 



boxes in 3B to make the kids 
happy.” 

This is a little tradition 
Alivia and I had that I am not 
ready to let go of. We had a 
much different story than 
this man however. At that 
time, we tried so hard to 
keep schedules at home for 
the two boys with the least 
amount of change possible. 
We were enormously 
blessed by so many wonder¬ 
ful family and friends who 
also dropped everything to 
help us out. Whether it was 
to cart them out to numer¬ 
ous hockey practices, take 
out the garbage on Tuesday 
mornings or pick up the 
mail, it was taken care of. 
Our two places of employ¬ 
ment; Canada Border 
Services and District School 
Board of Niagara were also 
extremely supportive. Now, 
we feel it is important to give 
back. 

On Saturday February 
26th, we are very pleased to 
be doing our first annual 
fundraiser in memory of 
Alivia Vanderklei at the Fort
